Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The written description and enablment rejections were discussed 
with respect to the degree of identity (amendment from 90 to 95% with a functional limitation), the organism used is 
now a prokaryotic organism. It was agreed that claims 40 and 41 will be amended to depend on claim 1 or cancelled. 
The hybridization conditions in new claims 69 and 70 will be considered in light of the hybridization conditions in the 
specification and the art. Applicants argument regarding other methods of disinguishing between lactic acid and 
3HPwill be considered. .
